While Gandhi was leading the Aat j 
demonstration, his son Ram Dan was

Ram Das delivered a speech against 
the government in the court room. A 
huge crowd which had collected out­ 
side demonstrated against the impost-1 
tion of sentence and against the gov­ 
ernment.

of the M ahatma flocked Into Aat from 
neighboring villages to hear the leader 
of India's revolt against the salt taxes 
urge the nation to defy British rule. 
There was some disappointment, espe­ 
cially among Gandhi’s followers, that 
hi* act of violence today did not bring 
the immediate arrest anticipated.

neighboring villages to hear the leader 
of India’s revolt against the salt taxes 
urge the nation to defy British rule. 
There w as som e disappointm ent, espe­ 
cially am ong Gandhi’s followers, that 
his act of violence today did not bring 
the im m ediate arrest anticipated. 
Crowds of spectators, 
singing 
the 
revolutionary hymn composed for the 
salt-rebellion, marched with 
Gandhi 
along the seacoast to Aat. 
Hundreds of volunteers, stripped to 
the waist, gathered salt in violation 
of the law, and placed it in their loin 
cloths to aw ait the coming of their 
masters. 
Gandhi arrived in an autom obile 
and soon after addressed 
the 
wor­ 
shipping throng. 
Gandhi stood like an idol, while the 
crowds, m any of whom had 
never 
seen the Mahatma in person, openly 
venerated 
him. 
Villagers,

many women and children, swarmed 
around his automobile, each anxious

Mr. Babcock has received a number of let­ 
ters from different sections of the state complaining that the sec­ 
tion of the law covering the age of drivers is tieing violated, and 
has turned them over to the highway patrol for appropriate ac-|^«,s iii ii win he tho first ta grad 
tion. 
The law covering the age of drivers reads as follow s: 
“No person shall operate or drive a motor vehicle on 
any highway in this state who is under 15 years of age un­ 
less such person is accompanied at the time by a duly licensed 
chauffeur, or by the owner, or by a competent person over 15 
years of age authorized by the owner of the motor vehicle 
tieing operated, provided that such owner must lie 15 years 
of age or over.” 
The Minnesota law covering age of drivers is more liberal

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The Child Driver 


Children under age driving motor vehicles will be one of 
the m atters to have attention of the new State H ighw ay patrol 
during the com ing summer, according to C. M. Babcock, com m is­ 
sioner of highways. 
Mr. Babcock has received a number of let­ 
ters from different sections of the state Complaining that the sec­ 
tion of the law covering the age of drivers is being violated, and 
has turned them over to the highway patrol for appropriate ac­ 
tion. 
The law covering the age of drivers reads as fo llo w s: 
“No person shall operate or drive a m otor vehicle on 
any highway in this state who is under 15 years of age un­ 
less such person is accompanied at the tim e by a duly licensed 
chauffeur, or by the owner, or by a com petent person over 15 
years of age authorized by the owner of the motor vehicle 
being operated, provided that such owner must be 15 years 
of age or over.” 
The M innesota law covering age of drivers is more liberal 
than the law in m ost other states, and Mr. Babcock believes that 
it should be rigidly enforced, especially on the trunk highw ays 
and on other streets and highways where there is any considerable 
traffic.
